Children Get Benefits 


Approximately4/90,000° children 
whose fathers dled as B result of 
World War II service are receiving 
monthly | compensation benefits, 
ranging from $15.60 to $30 per 
month, Veterans’ administration an- 
nounces, 

Widaws of these deceased veter- 
ang are entitled to receive $60 per 
month for themselves and $18 for 
one child plus $15.60 each for any 
additional children, In the event 
that both parenis. are deceasad, the 
child's’ legal guardian receives $30 
per month. If there are two chil- 
dren, the guardian receives $45 60, 
plus $12 for each additional child. 

Recent legislation removed pre. 
vicus restrictions as to the total 
amount payable In these cases, Inj 
effect, the law authorizes compen- 
sation for cach child surviving the 
veteran regardless of the number of 
children and grants a 20 per cent 
Increase In payments, All children 
are entitled to this compensation un- 
til they reach the age of 18 unless ! 
they marry before that time In the 
event a child becomes mentally 
or physically incompetent, pay- 
ments will be continued during the 
Incompetency, Benefits also may 
continue afier the age of 18 while 
the child ts going to sehool, but 
cease upon his reaching the nge of 
21 years,
